Can  there  be  deep  thought  in  the  Deep  South?  We  think  so. 

You  may  have  seen  the  above  sentences  popping  up  in  advertisements  in  Southern  Living 
magazine,  on  recruitment  postcards  or  on  Wesleyan’s  Web  site  lately.  Or  you  may  have 
seen  “All  of  our  English  professors  say  y’all.  (Even  the  Rhodes  scholar.)”  or  even  “That’s 
not  an  accent.  Our  alumnae  get  paid  by  the  syllable.” 

Notice  a theme?  Each  of  these  humorous  comments  are  part  of  a new  marketing  cam- 
paign developed  for  Wesleyan  by  Adanta  marketing  firm  Mindpower.  After  spending  sev- 
eral days  on  campus  talking  with  faculty,  staff,  trustees,  alumnae  and  students,  this  vibrant 
group  was  able  to  clearly  see  what  makes  Wesleyan  stand  out  from  the  other  fine  women’s 
colleges  in  the  world. 

Like  Wellesley,  Smith  or  Mount  Holyoke,  we  prepare  women  to  be  leaders  in  the  com- 
munity and  their  professions.  We  offer  a sound  liberal  arts  education.  Our  preprofessional 
programs  have  outstanding  graduate  school  placement  rates.  The  difference  is  geographi- 
cal: we’re  below  that  Mason-Dbcon  line.  We  have  what  other  women’s  colleges  have  to 
offer,  but  we  also  have  that  special  something  a “Southerner”  possesses:  a mix  of  smarts, 
sass  and  a sense  of  humor. 

So  why  not  capitalize  on  it?  Why  can’t  getting  an  excellent  education  and  professional 
preparation  also  be  fun?  At  Wesleyan,  it  is,  and  that  is  what  Mindpower  wants  the  world  to 
know.  As  the  earlier  slogans  show,  we’re  willing  to  embrace  our  “Southemisms”  and  have  a 
litde  fun  with  them.  Others  show  a more  pointed  sense  of  humor:  “The  oldest  women’s 
college  is  1,062  miles  south  of  Massachusetts.” 

But  there  is  much  more  to  Wesleyan’s  commitment  to  educate  women.  The  college  com- 
munity as  a whole  is  coming  together  to  say  it’s  time  for  women’s  colleges  to  do  more  than 
just  educate  their  own  students.  It’s  time  to  use  that  education  to  make  a difference  in  sodeU'. 
As  one  Wesleyan  slogan  says,  “It’s  not  just  about  our  women.  It’s  about  all  women.” 

In  an  editorial  in  the  Atlanta  Journal-Constitution  (reprinted  on  page  4 in  this  magazine). 
President  Nora  Kizer  Bell  pointed  out  some  alarming  statistics  about  the  status  of  women 
today.  Maybe  other  colleges  think  they  have  too  much  to  worry  about  in  the  classroom  to 
concern  themselves  beyond  the  campus  gates.  But  we  realize  the  importance  of  integrating 
what  goes  on  in  that  classroom  to  what  happens  in  society,  particularly  for  women. 

In  this  issue  of  Wesleyan  Magazine,  we  take  a look  at  what  Wesleyan  has  done,  is  doing 
and  will  do  to  make  that  difference  in  our  world.  Already  that  work  is  paying  off  and  get- 
ting national  recognition.  But  that  shouldn’t  surprise  anyone,  because  as  another 
Mindpower  truism  asserts,  “Truth  be  known,  we  like  drawling  attention  to  ourselves.”

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Women’s  colleges  should  get  serious 
about  teaching  that  money  is  power

Another  year  has  come  and  gone, 
and  not  a single  women’s  col- 
lege in  the  South  made  it  into 
U.S.  News  & World  Report’s  vaunted 
rankings  of  top  liberal  arts  colleges. 

I’m  not  surprised. 

Long  ago,  we  colleges  in  the  South, 
both  coed  and  single  gender,  accepted 
our  position  as  the  second-class  citi- 
zens of  academia  without  a whimper  or 
a whine,  much  less  a rebel  yell. 

Maybe  we  Southern  institutions, 
especially  the  women’s  colleges,  will 
never  have  the  national  reputations  or 
the  endowments  of  Wellesley,  Smith  or 
Mount  Holyoke. 

But  after  much  deliberation,  what 
I’ve  realized  is  this:  On  the  most 
important  rating  of  all,  women’s  col- 
leges, both  Northern  and  Southern,  are 
failing  miserably. 

We  care  only  about  our  own  women, 
not  all  women.  Put  simply:  We  are  not 
addressing  in  any  meaningful  way  the 
issues  of  great  importance  to  women 
the  world  over. 

And  if  we,  as  women’s  colleges,  don’t 
take  the  lead  in  speaking  out  and  taking 
action  on  women’s  issues,  who  will? 

Who  will  care  about  women  living  in 
poverty  or  that  women  in  many  coun- 
tries have  no  rights,  much  less  equal 
rights?  Who  will  care  that  there  still 
exists  a phenomenal  double  standard 


in  corporate  America  regarding  women 
and  men? 

This  is  not  about  feminism  as  such. 
It’s  about  exerting  moral  leadership  on 
issues  affecting  women.  It’s  about  using 
our  bully  pulpit  as  women’s  colleges  to 
stand  up  and  speak  out  on  issues  like 
those  affecting  women  in  the  work- 
place, women’s  health,  women  and  a 
remodeled  feminism  and,  especially, 
women  and  money. 

At  Wesleyan  College  in  Macon  — 
the  first  college  in  the  world,  inciden- 
tally, chartered  to  grant  degrees  to 
women  (1836)  — we  intend  to  do  just 
that.  It’s  long  overdue. 

We  intend  to  get  serious  about  help- 
ing women  understand  the  deeper 
meanings  of  “Money  is  power.” 

Most  women’s  issues,  you  see,  can  be 
traced  direcdy  back  to  the  dollar  — and 
the  dinar,  euro,  peso  and  pound.  Most 
women,  worldwide,  lack  personal  power 
because  they  lack  economic  power,  and 
the  future  doesn’t  look  bright. 

Only  a few  Fortune  500  CEOs  are 
women.  Many  female  workers  have  no 
company  retirement  plan.  Those  who  do 
are  unable  to  save  as  much  as  men. 

The  fact  is,  women  know  how  to 
spend  money.  But  how  do  you  get  it  or 
use  it  wisely?  Baby,  we  still  have  a long 
way  to  go. 

Money  isn’t  just  power,  either.  It’s 
opportunity.  And  we  want  women  to 
have  all  the  opportunity  they  can  handle. 

That’s  why,  beginning  in  the  fall  of 
2001,  we  will  cut  tuition  by  more  than 


$6,000.  This  is  our  first  step  toward 
graduating  students  who  are  indebted 
to  us,  not  in  debt.  We’re  also  going  to 
make  sure  that  our  liberal  arts  program 
necessarily  includes  a true  financial 
education.  Every  Wesleyan  student  will 
be  taught  the  economics  that  underlie 
the  issues.  Each  will  learn  how  to  invest 
money,  give  money,  use  money  for 
greater  good. 

Next  month,  we  begin  our  women’s 
entrepreneurship  series  with  former 
U.N.  Ambassador  Jeane  Kirkpatrick 
speaking  on  the  future  of  women  in  a 
global  economy.*^  We  are  also  beginning 
our  entrepreneur-in-residence  program. 

A student  investment  club  and  free 
seminars  (open  to  students  and  women 
in  the  community)  on  personal  finance, 
investing  and  financial  independence 
are  also  in  the  works.  In  the  future,  who 
knows?  We  may  even  publish  a book  on 
women’s  economics,  testify  before 
Congress  or  lead  a protest  or  two. 

But  we’re  not  going  to  spend  another 
second  worrying  “our  pretty  little 
heads”  about  our  reputation,  those 
rankings  or  the  prevailing  prejudice 
against  Southern  institutions.  We  have 
more  important  issues  to  tackle.

Ai<^  Opportunity 
As  Dr.  Bell  noted  in  her  editorial, 
Wesleyan  will  reduce  tuition  by  more  than 
40  perceA,to  $^|950  in  the  next  academic 
year.

“With  contributions  and  enrollment  on 
the  rise,  and  major  campus  improvements

As  part  of  that  effort, 
Wesleyan  has  formed  two  unique  programs 
designed  to  offer  working  women  more 
choices|o  expand  their  education.

The  new  Bachelor  of  Sciepce  in  Business 
Administration  wiU  give  students  an  over- 
all command  of  business  administration 
instead  of  merely  focusing  on  a particular, 
or  specific,  business  discipline.  The 
B.S.B.A  program  was  designed  by  Glenna 
Dod,  Wesleyan’s  social  and  behavioral  sci- 
ences division  chairwoman,  and  the  busi- 
ness faculty  to  offer  flexibility  to  the  work- 
ing woman.  Students  complete  their 
de^i^e^  taking  classes  on  Friday 
evenings  and  during  the  day  on  Saturday.

She  said  she  spent  several  years  pursuing 
her  degree  on  and  off  because  of  family  and 
work  obligations.  Now  she  expects  to  “get 
that  piece  of  paper”  within  a year. 

January  2001  will  mark  the  beginning  of 
Wesleyan’s  Executive  MBA  program.  Open 
to  both  men  and  women,  it  provides  a 
unique  opportunity  to  complete  an  MBA 
in  19  months  by  meeting  every  other  week- 
end, Friday  night  and  all  day  Saturday.  In 
addition,  students  will  complete  a study- 
abroad  experience  to  enhance  their  knowl- 
edge of  the  global  economy. 

Exerting  Moral  Leadership 

While  becoming  financially  savvy  is 
important  in  today’s  global  economy, 
Wesleyan  also  feels  it  is  important  that 
today’s  businesswomen  have  an  under- 
standing of  what  financial  independence 
affords  them  to  do  for  others  in  their  com- 
munities. Having  financial  acumen  is  bene- 
ficial to  oneself,  but  then  what?  How  do 
you  apply  that  to  other  women? 

By  integrating  a spirit  of  community  ser- 
vice into  the  daily  atmosphere  at  Wesleyan, 
students  are  already  beginning  what  will 
hopefully  lead  to  a lifetime  of  service,  both 
professionally  and  personally.  More  than 
40  students  participate  in  Wesleyan 
Volunteers  Against  Illiteracy.  Started  in 
1989,  this  program  pairs  Wesleyan  stu- 
dents with  adults  from  the  Macon  commu- 
nity who  need  help  with  their  reading  and 
writing  skills.  The  students  tutor  the  adults 
in  one-on-one  lessons  throughout  the 
school  year. 


“I  didn’t  know  the  literacy  rate  was  so 
high,  especially  in  this  area.  When  the  pro- 
gram director  explained  to  me  the  differ- 
ence it  would  make  I started  to  feel  like  I 
would  actually  make  a difference.  I saw 
results  from  these  people,  and  I realized 
this  was  rewarding  to  me,  also,”  said  senior 
Tonya  Parker,  who  has  been  with  the  pro- 
gram for  four  years.  She  and  her  “student” 
have  been  paired  together  for  one-on-one 
tutoring  for  the  past  three  years. 

Students  and  faculty  are  also  active  with- 
in the  Macon  community.  Acree  Professor 
of  Socio-Cultural  Studies  Catherine  Meeks 
also  serves  as  executive  director  of  Aunt 
Maggie’s  Kitchen  Table,  which  Meeks 
describes  as  a family  resource  center  for 
“vulnerable”  families  to  seek  help.  The  cen- 
ter offers  after-school  homework  assis- 
tance, a camera  club  for  children  ages  7 to 
17,  an  entrepreneurship  program  for  mid- 
dle and  high  school  students,  a First 
Saturday  Support  Group  for  moms  and 
kids,  a youth  choir,  clothing  closet  and 
more.  Many  Wesleyan  students  have  spent 
time  at  Aunt  Maggie’s  Kitchen  Table  help- 
ing plant  gardens,  organize  reading  rooms, 
tutoring  and  even  teaching  dance  lessons. 

“It  is  invaluable  to  have  Wesleyan’s  sup- 
port in  general  for  Aunt  Maggie's  and  the 
assistance  that  has  come  from  students 
who  tutor,  help  with  the  camera  club  and 
those  who  worked  last  spring  to  plant  a 
flower  garden  make  a great  difference  to  us 
in  terms  of  the  quality  of  services  that  we 
can  offer  to  the  community,”  Meeks  said. 
“While  we  are  quite  happy  to  have  students 


work  with  us,  we  are  even  more  apprecia- 
tive of  the  enthusiasm  that  they  bring  with 
them.  I am  grateful  to  each  and  every  one 
of  them.” 

The  work  of  these  students,  faculty  and 
community  members  was  recendy  recog- 
nized as  Meeks  accepted  the  first-ever 
Jimmy  and  Rosalynn  Carter  Partnership 
Award  for  Campus-Community 
Collaboration  at  Georgia  State  Univeniu 
in  Adanta  for  the  collaborative  efforts 
between  Wesleyan  College  and  Aunt 
Maggie’s.  (See  more  on  page  7.) 

The  examples  of  Wesleyan  students 
embracing  volunteerism  are  endless.  Last 
spring,  the  Student  Government 
Association  organized  the  first  WOW!  A 
Day  for  Macon  volunteer  drive.  Several 
teams  of  students,  faculty  and  staff  mem- 
bers spent  a Saturday  working  at  various 
service  organizations  in  Macon  doing 
everything  from  helping  frame  a Habitat 
for  Humanity  house  to  laying  a stone  walk- 
way for  senior  citizens  at  the  Senior  Friends 
headquarters.  Student  organizations  are 
also  active  throughout  the  year  with 
Habitat  for  Humanity,  the  American 
Cancer  Society  and  local  charities. 

What  This  Women’s 
College  Will  Do 

Though  Wesleyan  has  already  made 
great  strides  to  prepare  women  for  a future 
of  financial  independence  and  moral 
responsibility,  there  are  even  more  projects 
and  programs  to  come.  Wesleyan  will  soon 
offer  financial  planning  seminars  and  lec- 
tures for  both  its  students  and  the  Middle 
Georgia  community.  Additional  female 
entrepreneurs,  such  as  Church’s  Chicken 
President  Hala  Moddelmog,  will  speak  at 
smaller  convocations  throughout  the  year 
to  complement  the  new  entrepreneurship 
series.  Plans  are  already  being  made  for 
next  spring’s  WOW!  A Day  for  Macon. 

Just  like  the  opportunities  for  Wesleyan 
graduates,  our  possibilities  are  endless.  D

Surrounded  by  almost  30  friends,  fami- 
ly members  and  colleagues,  Wesleyan 
professor  Catherine  Meeks  couldn’t 
help  but  act  a little  out  of  control  when  she 
met  former  President  and  First  Lady  Jimmy 
and  Rosalynn  Carter.  Though  it  took  her  a 
few  minutes  to  reach  them,  she  finally  made 
her  way  up  to  the  stage  to  accept  the  first 
Jimmy  and  Rosalynn  Carter  Partnership 
Award  for  Campus-Community 
Collaboration  on  behalf  of  Aunt  Maggie’s 
Kitchen  Table  and  Wesleyan  College. 

“We  were  all  on  our  feet  and  jumping  up 
and  down  and  hugging  each  other,”  Meeks 
said.  “President  Carter  was  standing  their 
waiting  for  us  up  on  the  stage,  but  it  took  us 
a little  while  to  get  up  there.  When  I did,  he 
just  stood  there  and  had  his  arms  out  to 
give  me  a hug.” 

Aunt  Maggie’s,  a community  resource 
center  and  outreach  program  spearheaded 
by  Meeks  in  1996,  received  the  inaugural 
award  at  a Nov.  15  ceremony  attended  by 
the  Carters  along  with  Georgia  Gov.  Roy 
Barnes  and  U.S.  Sen.  Max  Cleland. 

Organized  by  the  Georgia  State 
University  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  as  a 
tribute  to  the  Carters,  the  Carter 
Partnership  Award  honors  collaborative 
projects  in  which  Georgia  colleges  and  uni- 
versities work  together  with  community 
groups  to  address  critical  areas  of  public 
need.  Aunt  Maggie’s  was  evaluated  along 
with  39  other  applicants  from  31  Georgia 
colleges  and  universities. 

Located  in  Macon’s  Anthony  Homes,  a 
public  housing  development.  Aunt 
Maggie’s  provides  support  and  assistance  to 
families  in  the  area,  offering  help  with  basic 
needs  such  as  food  and  clothing,  education- 
al support,  advice  and  guidance.  The  cen- 
ter’s programs  include  after-school  home- 
work tutoring,  a community  garden,  par- 
enting support  and  community  meals. 
Faculty,  staff  and  students  from  Wesleyan 
work  with  Aunt  Maggie’s  staff  and  commu- 
nity members  in  the  center’s  programs. 

“It  makes  education  come  alive,”  said 
Wesleyan  President  Nora  Kizer  Bell. 
“Wesleyan  students  take  what  they  have 
learned  on  campus  and  offer  it  in  service  to 
other  people.  Wesleyan  College,  through 


Aunt  Maggie’s,  is  able  to  affect  communi- 
ties beyond  our  walls.” 

The  award  includes  $10,000  for  the  con- 
tinuation of  the  program,  with  $5,000  going 
to  each  partner.  In  addition,  the  Providence 
Learning  Center,  a partnership  of 
Providence  Missionary  Baptist  Church  and 
Emory  University,  has  offered  to  donate  its 
$2,000  prize  money  to  Aunt  Maggie’s. 

“I  never  imagined  four  years  ago  that 
Aunt  Maggie’s  Kitchen  Table  would  be  in 
Atlanta  receiving  an  award  from  Jimmy  and 
Rosalynn  Carter.  If  it  wasn’t  for  my  connec- 
tion with  Wesleyan  and  the  constant  sup- 
port of  the  college  community,  I don’t  think 
it  would  have  happened,”  Meeks  said. 

Meeks  is  already  planning  ahead,  hoping 
the  recognition  this  award  brings  will  also 
bring  more  opportunities  for  grants  and 
donations  to  the  project.  She  hopes  to 
expand  the  community  gardening  project 
to  encourage  Anthony 
Homes  residents  to  start 
their  own  backyard  gar- 
dens. She  also  said  dis- 
cussions are  under  way 
with  Americorps,  a gov- 
ernment-sponsored stu- 
dent work  program,  to 
designate  Aunt  Maggie’s 
as  a site  where  Wesleyan 
Americorps  students  can 
work  and  earn  money 
for  tuition. 

The  Carter  Award 
came  on  the  heels  of 
another  honor  for  Meeks 
and  her  volunteer  work. 

She  was  a recipient  of  a 
2000  From  the  Heart  Award,  presented  by  13 
WMA21,  BB&T  Bank  and  the  Middle 
Georgia  Toyota  Dealers.  The  annual  award 
honors  Middle  Georgians  who  have  exhibit- 
ed an  exceptional  spirit  of  volunteerism.  In 
addition  to  her  duties  at  Aunt  Maggie’s, 
Meeks  was  cited  for  her  work  with  the 
Juvenile  Court  Advisory  Council,  the 
Harriett  Tubman  Museum  Board,  Focal 
Pointe  Women  Community  Advisory 
Board,  National  Association  of  Human 
Rights  Workers  and  the  National  Association 
of  Women  Deans  and  Counselors.  ■

Former  UN  Ambassador  is 
inaugural  D.  Abbott  Turner

Wesleyan  College  is  excited  to  wel- 
come former  United  Nations 
Ambassador  Jeane  Kirkpatrick 
as  the  inaugural  speaker  at  the  D.  Abbott 
Turner  Entrepreneurship  Lecture  Series  on 
Feb.  7, 2001.  The  lecture  was  originally 
scheduled  for  Nov.  1.  However,  due  to  an 
accident,  Kirkpatrick  was  unable  to  travel 
and  her  appearance  was  postponed. 

Kirkpatrick  will  address  the  college  and 
community  at  1 1 a.m.  in  Porter  Memorial 
Auditorium  discussing  opportunities  for 
women  in  a global  economy.  The  lecture 
will  be  followed  by  an  invitation-only  lun- 
cheon with  Mary  Lou  Quinlan,  vice  chair- 
man of  The  MacManus  Group,  a global 
mix  of  advertising,  marketing  and  com- 
munications companies  with  more  than 
$8  billion  in  annual  billings 
“Students  are  excited  to  meet  and  hear 
from  experts  and  role  models  in  their 
fields.  Having  Jeane  Kirkpatrick  share  life 
eDq)erienccs,  answer  questions  and  give 
solicited  advice  makes  a lasting  impression 
on  women  who  are  just  entering  their 
careers,”  said  Glenna  Dod,  D.  Abbott 
Turner  Professor  of  Free  Enterprise.  “We 
are  fo^nate  to  have  the  commitment  of 
sponsorship  for  programs  such  as  these  to 
enrich  the  lives  of  our  students.” 
^Ipl^itrick  gained  international  atten- 
tion throiighher  strong  projection  of  U.S. 
causes  as  our  permanent  representative  to 
the  United  Nations,  and  as  a cabinet  mem- 
ber for  former  President  Ronald  Reagan 
from  1981  to  1985.  Though  her  official 


U.S.  duties  have  ended,  she  continues  to 
shape  national  foreign  policy  on  a multi- 
tude of  issues  such  as  trade,  defense  and 
the  international  projection  of  democrao 

Kirkpatrick  currently  serves  as  Leave\ 
Professor  of  Government  at  Georgetown 
University,  is  a senior  fellow  at  the 
American  Enterprise  Institute  and  serves  as 
co-director  of  Empower  America.  She  has 
been  honored  many  times  for  her  service 
as  America’s  international  policy  advisor, 
including  receiving  the  Medal  of  Freedom, 
the  United  States’  highest  civilian  honor. 
She  has  also  been  awarded  presidential 
medals  by  President  Vaclav  Havel  of  the 
Czech  Republic  and  President  H.E.  Arpad 
Gonez  of  Hungary.  She  was  recently  pre- 
sented with  the  50th  Friend  of  Zion  Award 
by  the  Prime  Minister  of  Israel. 

Prior  to  joining  the  team  at  The 
MacManus  Group,  Quinlan  served  as  the 
CEO  of  N.W.  Ayer  & Partners,  the 
nation’s  oldest  ad  agency.  There  her 
clients  included  AT&T,  General  Motors 
and  Proctor  & Gamble. 

Known  as  a brand  “turnaround”  expert, 
Quinlan  recruited  Continental  Airhnes 
back  to  Ayer  and  helped  to  move  the  com- 
pany to  number  one  in  the  New  York  mar 
ket.  She  is  also  credited  with  giving  Avon  a 
brand  makeover  and  helping  the  company 
drive  earnings  skyward. 

Though  she  has  dedicated  most  of  her 
career  to  consumer  marketing,  Quinlan 
feels  that  marketing  to  women  has  not 
been  done  as  well  as  it  could  be.  “When 
communicating  to  women,  few  marketers 
know  what  to  ask,  let  alone  how  to  inter- 
pret the  answers,”  she  believes.  She  plans 
to  discuss  some  ways  she  has  increased 
awareness  of  marketing  to  women  and 
some  of  the  effective  methods  she  has 
developed  to  conduct  such  research. 

This  series  is  sponsored  in  honor  of  the 
late  D.  Abbott  Turner,  one  of  Wesleyan’s 
most  devoted  friends  and  benefactors. 
Turner  was  an  accomplished  and  respected 
Columbus,  Ga.,  businessman  whose  inter- 
ests, influence  and  philanthropy  extended 
throughout  the  state.  He  served  on  the 
Wesleyan  Board  of  Trustees  for  18  years.  O 
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len  Trustee  JIQR  A.  Lumpkin  *63 
discusses  her  vision  for  the  new 
Wesleyan  CoUege  Leadership 
Institute,  her  words  are  inspiring. 

“We  want  the  Institute  to  be  a growth 
experience  that  enhances  and  expands  the 
participating  students*  leadership  abilities 
and  their  lives.  It’s  a unique  opportunity 
for  Wesleyan  women  to  participate  in  the 
‘real  world*  and  to  meet  and  interact  with 
movers  and  shakers,**  Lumpkin  said.  “The 
lessons  learned  and  doors  opened  by  the 
Wesleyan  College  Leadership  Institute  will 
influence  the  students  as  they  work  in  their 
internships,  their  college  activities  and  con- 
tinue with  their  lives  after  Wesleyan.** 

She  and  fellow  trustees  and  alumnae 
Alexis  Xides  Bighley  *67  and  Lynda  Brinks 
Pfeiffer  *63  are  the  sponsors  of  this  new  ini- 
tiative. Their  dedication  to  the  college  is 
exemplary.  They  want  only  the  best  for 
Wesleyan  students. 

The  first  Leadership  Institute  took  place 
in  the  summer  of  2000.  Lumpkin,  Bighley 
and  Pfeiffer  accompanied  12  rising  seniors 
and  sue  faculty  members  to  Denver  and 
Breckenridge,  Colo.  The  participants 
attended  workshops  to  discuss  strategic 
planning,  particularly  the  successful  revi- 
talization of  downtown  Denver. 

The  study  of  strategic  planning  and 
downtown  revitalization  was  of  particular 
interest  to  the  Wesleyan  community 
because  of  the  current  efforts  to  revitalize 
downtown  Macon. 

“I  remember  downtown  Macon  when 
there  was  a Woolworth’s  where  my  father 
used  to  bring  my  sister  and  me  to  have 
apple-turnovers,**  said  Wesleyan 
Leadership  Institute  Fellow  Tonya  Parker 
*01.  “When  I look  at  downtown  now,  I 
realize  that  the  life  of  the  city  is  gone. 
Attending  the  Leadership  Institute  in 
Colorado  provided  me  with  a vision  of 
what  Macon  can  be  again  and  how  it  can 


become  even  betteHhSnit’s  ever  been.” 

Institute  Fellow  Lindsey  Rich  *01  agreed, 
Rich  and  Parker  are  currently  interning 
with  NewTown  Macon  (Macon’s  down- 
town planning  council)  as  a follow-up  to 
their  summer  leadership  experience. 

“My  training  in  Colorado  was  a great 
base  knowledge  for  understanding  the 
goals  of  NewTown  Macon,  as  well  as  the 
means  for  accomplishing  them,”  Rich  said. 

All  the  students  \^^o  participated  in  the 
Institute  are  completing  internships  during 
this  year  that  complement  the  skills  they 
learned.  Along  with  NewTown  Macon,  the 
Macon  Arts  Alliance,  the  Bibb  County  school 
system,  the  Macon  Housing  Authority, 
Middle  Georgia  Regional  Development 
Commission  and  many  others  are  including 
Institute  fellows  in  their  strategic  planning 
work  and  daily  activities  in  the  city. 

The  students*  practical  experience  was 
unique  and  chaUenging,  but  Phil  Taylor, 
associate  professor  of  business  and  eco- 
nomics, taught  at  the  institute  and  saw  the 
experience  as  yet  another  reason  to  appre- 
ciate a strong  liberal  arts  education. 

“While  I thoroughly  enjoyed  all  our  activ- 
ities, I was  most  affected  by  our  discussion 
of  The  Lexus  and  the  Olive  Tree  (a  book  stu- 
dents read  for  the  Institute)  in  which  we 
redefined  globalization  as  the  integration  of 
economics,  politics,  technology,  national 
security,  culture  and  the  environment,” 
Taylor  said.  “Discussions  on  how  solutions 
to  every  major  issue  facing  us  today  must 
incorporate  these  six  dimensions  provided 
further  evidence  of  the  importance  of  the 
type  of  knowledge  and  perspective  found  in 
a liberal  arts  environment.” 

Wesleyan  faculty  are  in  the  process  of 
writing  proposals  for  next  summer’s  insti- 
tute, which  could  be  anywhere  in  the 
country.  The  prospects  are  endless;  cur- 
rent juniors  are  looking  forward  to  the 
opportunities.  ■

Macon  museum  to 
exhibit  selections  from 
college's  art  collections

For  students  and  employees  at  Wesleyan 
College,  it  may  seem  like  they  live  and 
work  in  an  art  museum.  It’s  not 
because  there  are  docents  to  guide  them  or 
roped-off  areas  of  observation.  Rather,  it  is 
because  of  the  abundance  of  art  treasures  dis- 
played throughout  offices  and  hallways 
around  campus.  Soon  those  treasures  will  be 
displayed  together  as  part  of  a unique  exhibit 
at  Macon’s  Museum 
of  Arts  and  Sciences. 

“Wesleyan  has  such 
wonderful  programs 
for  women  in  the  art 
world  and  for  explor- 
ing the  art  world;  and 
the  museum,  of 
course,  is  a wonderful 
place  with  its  exhibi- 
tion halls  for  people 
to  come  and  explore. 

It  is  a natural  collabo- 
ration and  a grand 
opportunity  to  expose 
central  Georgia  to 
what  there  is  to  offer 
in  Wesleyan’s  collec- 
tions,” said  Candy 
Burgess,  former 
museum  board  mem- 
ber and  wife  of 
Wesleyan  Trustee  Malcolm  Burgess. 

The  museum  will  display  several  of 
Wesleyan’s  art  treasures  through  Feb.  18 
in  the  main  gallery.  This  will  be  the  first 
time  many  of  these  works  have  been  dis- 
played together. 

“Thanks  to  the  generous  support  of 
many  alumnae  and  friends  of  the  college, 
Wesleyan  has  been  able  to  assemble  a mag- 
nificent art  collection,  and  we  are  excited 
to  have  this  opportunity  to  share  it  with 
the  public,”  said  Nora  Kizer  Bell,  president 
of  Wesleyan. 

The  idea  for  this  exhibit  was  sparked  in 
the  mind  of  Trustee  Lee  Murphey  after 
reading  an  article  on  the  college’s  art  trea- 
sures in  the  Spring/Summer  1999  edition 
of  Wesleyan  Magazine. 

“I’ve  been  involved  with  the  museum  for 
30  years,  and  I’m  a past-president  of  the 
board,  so  I’m  sensitive  to  what  their  mis-

sion  is.  Then  when  Wesleyan  published 
that  periodical  this  little  light  came  on  in 
my  head.  I thought,  here’s  Wesleyan  with 
all  this  fabulous  art  and  here’s  this  muse- 
um a few  miles  down  the  road.  I saw  the 
compatibility  of  the  two  institutions  work- 
ing together,”  said  Murphey,  whose  appre- 
ciation for  Wesleyan  and  the  Middle 
Georgia  art  community  was  inspired  b)'his 
aunt,  Valeria  McCullough  Murphey  ’48, 
Wesleyan’s  first  female  Board  of  Trustee' 
chair  and  the  woman  for  which  the  col- 
lege’s art  building  is  named. 

Many  of  the  works  will  highlight 
Wesleyan’s  historic  legacy  as  the  oldest 
women’s  college  in  the  world:  furniture 
from  the  original  Wesleyan  campus,  a 
painting  of  the  first  graduate  (Catherine 
Brewer  Benson),  yearbooks  and  china. 

There  will  also  be  pieces  relating  to  the 
Soong  sisters  — Ai-ling  (Madame  H.H. 
Kung),  Ching-ling  (Madame  Sun  Yat-sen 
and  May-ling  (Madame  Chiang  Kai-shek) 
— who  were  the  first  Chinese  women  to  be 
educated  in  America.  A painting  by 
Madame  Chiang  Kai-Shek  as  well  as  her 
portrait  will  be  displayed. 

Paintings  and  sculptures  from  several  of 
Wesleyan’s  collections  also  will  be  exhibit- 
ed, including  works  from  the  James  Hyde 
Porter  collection,  Helena  Eastman  Ogden 
Campbell  collection,  and  the  Col.  Cowles 
Myles  Collier  collection,  the  largest  single- 
artist collection  at  Wesleyan. 

Collier  was  a self-taught  painter  from 
Georgia  who  became  famous  following  the 
Civil  War  for  his  moody  seascapes.  Two  of 
these  will  be  on  display,  along  with  impres- 
sionistic depictions  of  everyday  scenes. 

“I  think  Wesleyan  has  some  of  the  finest 
treasures  in  Middle  Georgia  if  not  the  state. 
Unfortunately,  a lot  are  not  available  to  the 
public  because  of  where  they  are  stored  or 
they  are  in  offices,”  said  Burgess. 

Some  other  interesting  pieces  included 
in  the  exhibit  are  Andy  Warhol’s  famous 
“General  Custer”  print  and  Giovanni 
Battista  da  Conigliano’s  (known  as  Cima) 
15th  century  “Madonna  and  Child.”

BEGINS  INTEGRATING 
DIVERSITY  PROJECT 
WORK 

A six-member  team  from 
Wesleyan  was  selected  as  one  of  40 
colleges  and  universities  to  partici- 
pate in  “Boundaries  and 
Borderlands  111:  The  Search  for 
Recognition  and  Community  in 
America.”  This  two-year  project, 
sponsored  by  the  Association  of 
American  Colleges  and 
Universities,  was  designed  “to  help 
institutions  create  new  curriculum 
aimed  at  helping  students  develop 
new  capacities  for  democratic  citi- 
zenship and  tolerance.” 

The  group  developed  the  fol- 
lowing recommendations  for  inte- 
grating their  work  from  the  10-day 
institute  into  the  Wesleyan  com- 
munity: share  the  complete  bibli- 
ography of  the  work  they  read  at 
the  Institute  with  the  entire 
Wesleyan  faculty,  establish  a facul- 
ty study  group  that  will  hold  dis- 


cussions throughout  the  fall  and 
spring  semesters  of  the  current 
academic  year,  work  to  assess  the 
extent  to  which  diversity/difference 
is  addressed  currently  in  the  cur- 
riculum; re-evaluate  and  strength- 
en community-based  learning  ini- 
tiatives and  campus-community 
connections  across  the  cur- 
riculum and  co-curriculum; 
commit  to  continue  to  send 
Wesleyan  faculty  to  the  Great 
Lakes  College  Association 
Teaching  workshops  on 
diversity,  use  the  Jubilee 
Partners  convocation  to 
stimulate  formal  discussion 
of  diversity  issues;  obtain  sev- 
eral of  the  films  shown  at  the 
Institute  for  showing  in  class- 
es and  for  the  entire  campus  com- 
munity, invite  at  least  one  of  the 
participants  to  campus  to  work 
with  students  on  diversity,  and 
pursue  funding  of  a larger  initiative 
to  include  exploration  of  support 
available  through  the  Hewitt  foun- 
dation, Lilly,  Ford,  NEH  and 
Kellogg.

This  summer,  the  Bibb  County 
School  Board  presented  Terry 
Emerick,  a graduate  student  in 
education,  the  Beacon  Light 
Award  for  a project  she  completed 
with  her  fourth -grade  students  at 
Porter  Elementary  School  in  part- 
nership with  Cox  Cable 
Company.  Through  “Project  Safe 
Side,”  she  worked  with  them  on 
doing  a science  unit  on  weather 
that  was  aired  nationally  as  well  as 
on  the  local  station. 

In  April,  Associate  Professor  of 
Reading  Education  Barbara 
Schrimshire  was  invited  by  the 
Seminars  for  Educational 
Excellence  to  present  an  all-day 
seminar  in  Portland,  Ore.,  on 
“Effective  Reading  Strategies  that 
Cross  All  Disciplines.”  Because  of 
extremely  positive  feedback,  S.E.S. 
invited  Barbara  to  do  three  more 
presentations  tided  “Extremely 
Effective  Reading  Strategies  that 
Cross  All  Disciplines”  in  Michigan 
and  Illinois  this  November.  The 
participants  at  these  seminars  are 
teachers  from  all  grade  levels  and 
represent  all  content  areas,  admin- 
istrators and  resource  people.  All 
participants  receive  a copy  of 
Schrimshire’s  book,  “Extremely 
Effective  Reading  Strategies  that 
Cross  All  Disciplines”  (2000). 

Some  of  Schrimshire’s  strategies 
include  using  an  expectation  grid 
not  only  to  organize  students’ 


learning,  but  also  to  help  them 
write  better  papers;  teaching  stu- 
dents how  to  use  what  they  do 
know  to  figure  out  what  they  don’t 
know  in  decoding  vocabulary 
words;  and  oral  questioning  strate- 
gies that  enhance  comprehension 
and  promote  active  learning. 

Beginning  in  the  spring  2001 
semester,  the  education  depart- 
ment will  offer  a Reading 
Endorsement  Program.  This  is  a 
graduate-level  program  available 
to  certified  teachers  who  want  to 
expand  their  literacy  instruction 
certificate.  The  program  consists 
of  four  graduate-level  courses 
(three  credits  or  SDUs  available) 
and  will  include  advanced  reading 
instruction  methodology,  current 
reading  research  of  “best  prac- 
tices” for  teaching  reading,  assess- 
ment and  correction  of  reading 
difficulties,  and  content  area  read- 
ing instruction.  Technology  will 
be  an  important  part  of  this  pro- 
gram and  there  will  be  a strong 
emphasis  on  field  experiences. 

Psychology 

Professor  of  psychology  Bill 
Curry  was  selected  this  summer  as 
a Governor’s  Teaching  Fellow  for 
the  2000-2001  Academic  Year 
Symposium  Program.  As  part  of 
the  program,  he  meets  throughout 
the  year  at  the  University  of 
Georgia  to  enhance  teaching  the 
scholarship  of  teaching  and  learn- 
ing. He  is  particularly  interested  in 
exploring  the  application  of 
Vygotsky’s  psychological  theories 
to  the  college  classroom  setting.

• There  is  no  substitute  for  your  own  ener- 
gy and  attention  to  detail  for  achieving 
success  in  business.  No  task  should  be  too 
menial  for  the  business  owner  to  do  her- 
self. If  the  floor  needs  sweeping,  sweep  it! 

• Starting  a business  is  hard  work  and  risky 
— not  for  the  faint-hearted.  I like  a cartoon 
I saw  many  years  ago  that  has  a disgrunded 
worker  saying:  ‘Why  should  I keep  laboring 
away  at  this  company,  working  for  other 
people  eight  hours  a day,  when  I can  start 
my  own  business  and  work  20  hours  a day? 
There  is  truth  in  this  humor.**

Eugenia  Rawls  ’ 34 
1913-2000 


Eugenia  Rawls  ’34,  actress,  playwright  and  poet,  died  Nov.  8, 2000,  in  Denver, 
Colo.  Best  known  in  recent  years  for  her  one- woman  shows,  “Affectionately 
Yours,  Fanny  Kemble,”  “Tallulah,  a Memory”  and  “Women  of  the  West,”  which 
she  authored  and  performed  on  national  stages  and  in  England,  she  had  a long 
and  distinguished  career  in  the  theatre.  She  appeared  in  “Strange  Fruit,”  “Private 
Lives”  and  “Glass  Menagerie”  on  Broadway  and  in  tours  throughout  the  United 
States.  She  was  the  first  American  actress  to  play  the  Abbey  Theatre  in  Dublin, 
Ireland.  Shortly  before  her  death,  the  new  theatre  in  the  performing  Arts  Center 
on  the  Auraria  Campus  in  Denver  was  named  in  her  honor.  Eugenia  was  the  wife 
of  Donald  R.  Seawell,  chairman  of  the  Denver  Center  of  Performing  Arts. 

Eugenia’s  interest  in  her  alma  mater  was  continuous.  She  returned  on  several 
occasions  to  present  her  one-woman  shows  and  to  do  research  for  additional 
works.  She  also  donated  her  collection  of  personal  papers  to  the  Wesleyan 
College  Archives,  The  alumnae  association  presented  her  with  its  award  for 
Distinguished  Achievement  in  1%9  and  the  college  awarded  her  the  Doctor  of 
Fine  Arts  in  1982.
